Washington.—A bowt ‘twenty-four 
thousand miles of highway, néarly 
enough to circle the earth, are sched- 
uled for construction during 1925 by 
the various state highway depart- 
ments, reports to the bureau of public 
roads show. Maintenance of 217,794 
miles of road also is planned. Ap- 
proximately $406,000,000 was reported 
available for construction and 5138, 


000,000 for maintenance by state de- 


partments, while it was estimated 
that counties would spend approxi- 
mately $463,000,000 for road work. 

Comparison of funds available this 
year with those for preceding years 
indicate, that road constructicn would 
be at about the same rate as in 1924. 
Since 1921, between 30,000 and 40,000 
miles of surfaced roads have been 
built each year.
